The first 
of these was.a lecture on tho “uses: of 
aluminium. in’ constructive work and its 
adaptability to shipbuilding and ongincer- 
ing. . Nickel and aluminium and nickel 
steel are both coming into use as aubetitutes 
for ordinary mild steel in the construction 
of boilezs. Experiments haye démonstrated 
that nickel-steel of 20 to 25° per cent, of 
nickel will, have, as regards corrosion, & 
vastly longer life than’ mild: steal, and as 
regards detorioration from the action: of 
heated gases, stram and salt water at lest 
twice bin durability of mild steol, 
shipowners and others. tho growing import- 
ance of alutniniom and sickel is a matter of 
great practical interest. The lecture on 
this subject was. treated in 5 vory ablo and 
exhaustive manner by Mr Hobson, Con- 
structor, United States Navy. Our noxt 
lecture was given hy our well-known ond 
ver¥ highly eategmed friend Mr W, C, 
Jack, . on ‘The Crilisation ‘of — Light

The noxt 
lerture was givon by Mr Everall on *The 
Electrical Transmission of Power.’ There 
is now # gencral tendency atnangst én- 
gineers and shipbuilders to. take tho 
machine tool to the piece which is to be 
inachined and uot ‘vico versa,’ an has heon 
hitherto the custom. _ By the application 
of electric power a larga amount of time 
can be saved, for while say a cylinder is 
on the boring mill, all the drilling, tarping 
and studing may he done by small oleetrie 
borers. In many of the modern workshops 
at home both lnrge and small machines are 
being driven by electric: power, while 
many of the larger-class of tools are driven 
by « motor connected to the tovl direst, so 
that in the case of night work there. is 
nolosa of power in driving .a long line ‘of 
shafting and pulleys, as’ the mutur po:
